The day or the Lord of Hosts shall bt 


upon all pleasant pictures." Tho preacher 
said: 


Pictures lire by some relegated to the 


realm of .the trivial, accidental, sentiment- 
nl, or worldly; but my text shows that 
God scrutiaixcs pictures, nnd whether 
.thoy aro good or bad, whether used ' for 
right or wrons purposes, ii a matter ol 
Divine observation and arraignment. 


The divine mission oi pictures is my 


subject. 


That the artist's pencil rind the onftraver'a 


Itnito have sometimes been mado subsorv- 
icr.t to tho iiinpdom of «he bad is frankly 
admitted. Alter tho ashes and scorta were 
removed from Herculanoum and Pompeii 
the walls of those cities discovered to the 
explorers a dogradatioc in art whiob. can 
not bo exaggerated. 
Siitan and all ais 


imps havo always wauled' tto fingering 
ot tho easel; they would.rather have pos- 
session of thai than the art of printing, for 
typos tire not so potent and quick for evil 
as pictures. The powers of darkness think 
they have sained a triumph, and they havo 
•when iu some rospectnblo parlor or public 
art guller;- they can liang a canvas em- 
barrassing to the good but fascinating to 
tho evil. 


It is not in ft spirit of prcdery, but 


b;icked up by God's eternal truth, when I 
say that you have no rijrht to hang in your 
art rooms or your dwelling-houses that 
which would be offensive- to good people If 
the tlguros pictured wore aiivo in your 
piirlor and tho guests of. your household, 
A picture that you have to hang in a some- 
what secludod place, or that in a public 
hnll you cau not with a group of friends 
deliberately stand be-fore and discuss, 
ousht to have a knife stabbed into it at tie, 
top nnd cut clear through to tho bottom,, 
and 11 stout finger thrust in on tho right 
side 
ripping clear 
through . to 
the 


left,1 Pliny tho older lost his life by going 
near enough to see the inside of Vesuvius, 
and tho further you cnn stand off from tho 
burning crater of sin the better. Never till 
the books of tho last day aro opcnud shall 
we know whut has been the dire harvest of 
evil pictures and unbecoming art galleries. 
Despoil a mau's imagination and he be- 
comes a moral carcass. The show windows 
of English and American cities, in which 
the low theaters have sometimes hung long 
lines of briixeu actors and actro sea, in 
style insulting to nil propriety, havo mode 
n broad, pain to death for multitudes of peo- 
ple. But so havo ail the otter arts been 
at times suborned of evil. How has music 
boen uudni££0d! Is there any place so low 
down into dissolution Uiat into it has not 
been carried David's harp and Handel's or- 
pan uiid Gottschalk's piano and Oie Bull's 
violin; and tho fluto, which, though named 
lifter so insignificant a thing as tho Sicil- 
ian ec'., which has seven spots on the side 
lilce fluto holes, yet for thousands of years 
has been an exalted mission. Architecture, 
born in the heart ol Him who made the 
worlds—under, its arches and across its 
floors what bacchanalian revelries have 
been enacted! It is not against any of 
these arts that they have been so led into 
captivity, 


What a poor world this would be If it 


'were not for what my text calls "pleasant 
liicturos." I refer to your memory and 
mine whon I ask if your knowledge of tho 
holy Scriptures has not been mightily aug- 
mented by tho wood cuts or engravings in 
the old family Bible which father and 
moLhcr road out of and laid on the table in 
the old homestead when you and I were 
boys and girls. The Bible scenes which 
we nil carry rn our minds wore not gotten 
from tho Biblo typology but from tho Bible 
pictures. To prove the truth of it in 
my 
own 
case, 
tho 
other 
day 
I 


took up tho old family Biblo which I in- 
herited. Sure enough, what I havo car- 
ried in my mind ot Jacob's ladder was ex- 
actly the Bible engraving of Jacob'slnddor; 
and so with Sampson carrying off the 
gates of Gaza; Elisha restoring tho 
Shunaniito's son; the massacre of the in- 
nocents; Christ blessing little children; 
tho crucifixion, and tho last Judgment.

Wbat overwhelming commentary on the 


Biblo—what reinJor'cemont for patriarchs, 
prophets, apostles, and Christ—wbut dis- 
tribution of "Scriptni-al knowledge of all 
Nations—In tha paintings and. engravings 
therefrom of HoUnan Hunt's " Christ In 
tUoTcmplo," Paul Veronese's "Magdalen 
Washing tho Feet of Christ," Raphael's 
"Michael tba Archangel," Albert Durer's 
"Dragon ot tho Apocalypse," Michael 
Angelo's ''Plnguo of tho Fiery Serpents," 
Tintoret's "Plight Into Egypt," Rubons1

It is no more tho word of God when put 


before us in printer's ink than by skiUf ul 
laying on of colors or designs on metal 
through incision or corrosion.

tho painter, in his two pictures, "The 
Rake's Progress" and "The Miser's 
Feast," and by Tbomas Cole's engravings 
ot the "Voyage of Human Life" and tho 
" Course of Empire," and by Turner's 
"Slave Ship." God in art! Christ in art: 
Patriarchs, prophets and apostles in artl 
Angels in art! Heaven in art,! 


The wcrld and tho church ought to como 


to tho hicber appreciation of tho divine 
mission of pictures, yet the authors of 
them have generally been left to som! 
starvation. West, the great painter, toiled 
in unappreciation till, being a great skater, 
while on the ico ho formed the acfiuaintr 
ance of General Howe, of tho English 
army, and 
through coming to admire 


West as a skater thoy gradually cams to

From 1C40 to 
to 1643 .there were 4,000 pictures wilfully 
destroyed. In tho reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth'It was tho hnblt of some people to 
spend much of toeir time in knock- 
ing pictures to pieces. In tho reign of 
Charles I. it was ordered that all pictures 
of Christ be burnt. Painters were so badly 
treated aud humiliated in the beginning of 
the eighteenth century that thoy were low- 
ered cloar down oyt of tho sublimity of 
their art, and obliged to givo minute ac- 
counts of what they didwith their colors,

Tho world-renowned 


Bishop Asbury had a salary of sixty-four 
dollars a year. Painters aro not the only 
ones who havo endured tho luclt of ap- 
preciation. Lot men of wealth take under

of art. They liftnocomplaiut-^tbey mako 
no stride for higher wages—but with a 
keenness of nervous organization which 
almost always characterizes genius these 
artists suiter moro than aay one but God 
can realize. There needs to be a concert- 
ed effort for tho suffering artists of Ainer- 
icu. 
Not sentimental discourse about 


what wo owe to artists, but contracts that 
will give them a livelihood; for I am 
in full sympathy with 
tho Christian 


farmer 
who was very 
busy 
gather- 


ing his fall apples and somo ono asked him 
to pray for a poor family, the father of 
which had broken his leg, and the busy 
fanner said: 
"lean not'stop now to

Their work is more true to nature and life
